“The locatlon of the military
Sheridan Is In the midst of territory
rounded by Indian reservations, those of
the Crows and Cheyennes heing In close
proximity and containing approximately
3,000 Indinne. The northern Cheyennes are
varltke and trouble frequently arlses he-
twoeen the settlers and this tribe. In recent
years gerlous conflict on many occasions has
only been averted by the prompt arrival of
irnops,

“On approval of the secrétary of war of
the recommenidation of the major general
commanding, the army, by reason of peti-
tlons from settlers of northern Wyoming.,
temporary barracks were constructed there
last year and a permanent supply of water
gecured.
